should be taken up by tho Chamber of
Commorce, and If that body Is un- -
successful in bringing nbout tho de-- !
sired rosult, it will not bo out of place
to lnvoko the aid of the state railway,

! commission.
1 Thoro havo been two reasons why

Tho Tribune has not up to this time
made a fight for a new dopot.

First, when Mr. Mohler was here
four of fivo years ago he was present
at a meeting held nt .the Elks' home
and In a talk to tho hundred or more
business men and citizens stated that
the Union Pacific had under contem-
plation tho expenditure of several hun-
dred thousand dollars In terminal im-

provements, Including a round uous
He submitted to his hearers two prop-
ositions; the building of a new depot
at a cost of $80,000 or the terminal
Improvements to cost several hundred
thousand; both could not be built,
which did the Nortn Platte
want? Tho sense of the meeting was
that the terminal improvements be
made.

Since then tho greater part of tho
terminal Improvements have been fin-

ished, in fact quite a period of time
has elapsed since the work has been
completed, the company has had time
to recovor frtfm that expenditure, and
it Is not unreasonable now to ask
that they proceed with the erection of
tho $80,000 denot.

The second reason why The Tribune
has "laid off" on asking lor the new
depot was because that so long as the
noonle did not take sufficient civ
ic pride to better the conditions of
the city they could not connhlently
ask an outside pr.rty to expend mo-- i ;y
tn beaut fv ftiid iriuryvo us prop-ri- y

That was a fair and Impartial view,
was It not?

But now that North Platte has
turned over a new leaf, and on the
top of the pago has written In bright
red letters; we are uoosiers, wuivu
us Grow." and have voted bonds for
street paving, have accepted a con
tract for better Hunts, anu nave oieu
bonds for a public park, and have
iinnn sn in n most emohatlc manner;

you to join us In making North! platte

Our citizens, the traveling! public,
President Mohler nnd Genl. Manager
Ware are a unit In declaring that the
nresent denot is Inadequate, unsanl
tary. a blot on the otherwise, .well-ke- pt

condition of the Union -- pacific,
and a discredit to a town of ovei's 0,000
people who have awakened from' their
lethargy. The Union Paclficl Jike
other railroads, may not be flaying
mi monev." it may not have cash on
hand to build a new depot, but wo
know Its credit Is as good as any
corporation in the country- - and,
that it can easily borrow tne
money; just as North Platte will do
tor its iitieet paving anil public, pari;

The Chamber of Commerceshould
at once go on record as favoring a new
depot, it should appoint a conjmlttoe
to confer with President Mohlis and 'f
the I card of directors in New York do
not favor a recommendaton from Mr,
Mohler that tho depot be built, then
the matter should be carried to the
railway commission.
